Hundreds more lire* burned 
between the Rockies and the 
Pacific, and in Alaska more 
than 1.3 million acres were 
ablaze. 

Alaska's lorest and tundra 
fire* were on a scale far 
larger than those in the other 
W states of the continental 
I'nited States One fire alone 
engulfed 335.000 acre*. 

But about 95 per cent of the 
land wu* tundra rather than 
forest, and the vastnaas of 
Alaska's wilderne** softened 
the Impact on people.

A walkout of Canadian air traffic controllers 
across the country began at 1 a.m. Victoria time today. 

The walkout meant a virtual shutdown of all air 
services In the country except for mercy flights and 
northern flights which the controllers have agreed to 
handle. 

Some military and federal transport department 
planes will also be In Ihc air using aimed forces con¬ 
trollers. 

President Jim Livingston of ihc Canadian Air 
Traffic Control Association told a news conference 
in Ottawa Saturday the controllers have “no alter¬ 
native" but to begin the walkout in the face of 
promised government legislation in impose a settle¬ 
ment.

But he said he agrees with 
the Arab view that the more 
that can he resolved in ad¬ 
vance of a formal conference 
in Geneva. Switzerland, "the 
better off we will be and the 
less likelihood that we will 
run into snags and obstacles 

Vance said at this midway 
point in his 12-day mission 
that he can see "some nar¬ 
rowing of differences on the 
issue of the nature of peace" 
but acknowledged he has 
made little If any headway on 
a Palestinian homeland. 

"But I would caution that I 
have not been to Israel so it is 
too early to give any rielini- 
tive answer," Vance said. 


Israel is demanding "true 
jieace," which it defines as 
diplomatic and economic ex¬ 
changes with the Arab states. 
The Arabs, without commit¬ 
ting themselves on this issue, 
in*Is* meanwhile that a Pales¬ 
tinian homeland be set up on 
the Israeli-held West Bank of 
the Jordan River and in Ga/a. 

On the third so-called "core 
issue" the extent of Israeli 
withdrawal from the Arab ter¬ 
ritories it won in the 1367 war 
Vance said: "That Is a 
question for the Viegotiatioris 
and <me which I do not wish 
to discuss in advance." 

After a second round of 
Vance-Hussein talks, a senior 
Jordanian official Mid Jordan 
was insisting, prior to a Gene¬ 
va conference, that Israel 
agree to surrender ail the ter¬ 
ritory it won in the 19*7 Six- 
Day war and to recognize the 
Palestinians' right to a home¬ 
land. 

Also, the official said. Jor¬ 
dan wants compensation or 
repatriation for all Arabs who 
have left Israel since the cre¬

There are many reminders ol the Haunting ol the 
lasts, including one practically every morning in the 
radio broadcasting of the location of police radar This 
so-called service lor rush-hour motorists Is In reality 
encouraging them to exceed speed limits by telling 
ihem where they are likely to be caught It amounts to 
tacit approval of wrong-doing all In the interest of 
increasing listenership 

Whether there is police radar is of no consequence 
to anyone who doesn't Intend to break the law The 
same Intent can be presumed for those who install 
radar-detectors in their automobiles, but there Is no 
apparent official shuddering over the fact thev are 
openly advertised and sold 

There are otherwise responsible citizens who 
rationalize that because they are a crop” that haa to 
be harvested for their own good it is quite alright to 


shoot more deer than the law allows, or that because 
there are so many times that fishing Is poor that it 
isn't wrong to exceed the limit on fish when they are 
biting 

Others of us have no feeling of guilt when we 
become smugglers by not making the required 
customs declarations, ami many of us believe it isn't 
really cheating to commit a bit of larceny with our 
income-tax figures 

And among those so kindly referred to as

The 
rapidly escalating foreign in¬ 
debtedness of Canada merely 
prolongs its pavments deficits, 
a pmcesa conlemng no benelil 
upon the national economy 

Canada has dolled the trend 
for nations to reduce their net 
toreign Indebtedness as they 
develop .The weak explana¬ 
tions being offend by the Cana¬ 
dian government tor this 
defiance of economic conven¬ 
tion indicate the urgency of a 
reversal of current policies 
respecting the growth in 
loreign debt 


Ottawa must win respect 
to achieve national unity 


Events are seldom quite as

The truth is lhal no one is 
ever completely tree in this 
world from individual respon¬ 
sibilities or community dis¬ 
ciplines It is fantasy to im¬ 
agine that with separatism 
Quebec would In some magic 
way enjoy any greater liberty, 
security or Improved lifestyle 
or eacnpi from Its obligations 
in Uus troubled world In some 
respects. It is perhaps a good 
thing that the discontent of 
Quebec should he brought into 
the davllght so that legitimate 
resentments ran be dealt with 
and Imagined grievance* dis¬ 
sipated 

The generation of French 
Canadian servicemen who 
served abroad had the benefit 
of seeing Canada from beyond 
the limited coniines of Quebec 
They saw our nation more as a 
w hole They had the advantage 
of mixing with Canadians of all 
provinces of seeing other 
nations where freedoms were 
suppressed They saw, not as 
Quobecqls but as Canadians 
At the war s end. when they 
returned to their homes In 
Quebec, they were offered the 
same benefits as all other 
veterans, grants lo complete 
their education, team a trade 
or start a small business Deep 
down, however, they knew the 
benefits were not the same as 
in other provinces. Many of the 
university degrees would be In¬ 
ferior. not accepted elsewhere 
wages would be tower, oppor 
(unities in such professions as 
engineering, mining, geology, 
architecture and medicine 
would be limited and also of 
second-class standards, not 
recognized in other provinces 
It is understandable they 
would demand something 
better lor their children. Un-

educational system imposed by 
their own province and church

The outburst In Q u ebec I* a 
response or reaction which 
should have been anticipated 
As a young writer. Pierre 
Trudeau (elt that the solution 
to Quebec's problem lay in 
bringing Quebec more posi¬ 
tively into the mam stream of 
Canada's affairs - u> seek a 
greater participation in the 
national arenas ol business ami 
political leadership He felt 
Frenrh-Canadlan* should 
reach beyond the narrow 
I orders of Quebec and pettv 
provincial politic* and claim a 
greater vote* In the top coun¬ 
cils of the nation 
This objective was shared 
not only by many other young 
Quebec Intellectuals and 
pnlitictm of his generation but 
also by such French-Canadian 
business leaders as Paul 
Demaria*. Jerques Courtois 
and Robert Campeau t'riti- 
ciaed by some, this purpoae 
was admired and welcomed nut 
unly by an important majority 
uf English-speaking Canadians 
It has been said that 
calamities and perils force 
men to unite, while proeperttv 
and security encourage! divi- 
slon Following the Second 
World War. Canada tnjoyed a 
periods ol outstanding 
prosperity and one of the 
highest living standards In the

I went skiing fora week In NeusUft.a small and plctures- 
qua town In Ihe Stubhal Valley In Austria, about SO miles 
south II Innsbruck 

Shier* can take their choice of three mountains Including 
• 12 (100-fool one Hist has snow year-round In tact, shirrs 
come from far away to ski powder snow In August 

Numerous gondolas and chair lifts make the area one of 
Austria's foremost shi reaort* 

From all that * being offered, you'd expect to pay a ran¬ 
som for hotel and meals Not so 

The valley a hotel Industry reached an agreement some 
vears back to charge uniform price*, varying only according 
to the amenltlee offered Whet s more, the prices sre being 
held amazingly low lo assure full capacity at all limes 

I slaved In what Is referred loes a pension ll usually 
Is a large home with guest rooms upsllsrs 

My room was beautifully furnished and had a shower 
The toilet was Just across the hall 

The price was IS SO a night and lhal Included a continen¬ 
tal breakfast According lo European custom. Ihe price 
quoled Is always per person Two slaying In • room will cost 
111. kids are usually free 

A similar room In the best hotel would have reel IIS a 
night but that would have included bath and toilet facilities 
The second surprise came when I had a great meat in Ihe 
restaurant half-way up the ski mountain Consider lhal Ihe 
patrons of the restaurant were a captive audience because 
nobody would leeve the mountain drive the 10 miles berk to 
the village Just to eat 

The coat lor a delirious wiener schnitzel with all the 
trimmingx and dessert plus a couple of beers was about IS SO 
Why doesn t our tourist industry operate like this' 
Because our merchants prefer to charge what the traffic will 
bear rather than cost plus a reasonable profit 

I'm not saying that every area In Europe operates its 
tourist industry on honorable principle* Certainly there are 
cities where tourists are taken to the cleaners 

Interestingly Ihe only thing that was overpriced even 
judging from North American standards, was the ski lift 
tariff 

A three-dav pass cost about til a day but Ihe lifts were 
financed. Installed and operated by an American syndicate 
Once again I'm not surprised 

When will Victoria s tourist operator* learn that low 
prices rreale business' Every lourflt leaving Victoria with a 
Iceling that ha s been fleeced will keep several other 
prospective visitors awav 

II seems lo me thel U s better lo reduce price* by lei's 
sav 25 per rent and operate on an *0 per rent capacity than 
charge too much and till only 45 to 50 per cent of the hotel

Trolling with small spoon* 
or bait, mooching with live nr 
plug-mi herring, atrip raatlng 
with herring strip, or drill 
lishing with Plrfca. Ptrkent. 
Norse Sildas, Buzz Bombs, 
Deadly Dicks. Crocodile*, and 
the like are efteclive ways to 
catch these sport* coho. rang- 
ing from fivb to Vi pounds, 
quite often bigger and as 
heavy as 20 pounds. 

But. the elite, ami probably 
most exciting way to catch 
them is on bucktall fly. 

Cosvichan Bay. of course, la 
Vancouver Hands moot 
famous coho bucktall fly Halt¬ 
ing water*, but there it is a 
apeclalired sport and comes in 
October.

Some of the most exciting 
coho bucktailing 1 have ever 
enioyed has been done \x ith 
Bruce Oilegrave, at Cmvichan i 
Ray and In mld-Ialand waters, 
vviegmve helped develop the 
Radianl line o( bucktall flies, 
and pioneered the use of | 
mylar (silver mtlbUlewolored 
streamersi combined "ith j 
polar bear (or goat or deeri 
hair to make the flies which 
•eem to tantali/c the coho. 

Two of my fa write color 
combinations have liecn the 
Autumn Leaf Radiant Tyg-R 
bucktall, which has red buck- 
tail on top. yellow in the mid¬ 
dle and silver mylar under 
that, and the Fuddle Duddle. 
purple on tup, pink under¬ 
neath and silver mylar under¬ 
neath. 

I have found the Autumn 
!**( particularly good In Mir¬ 
acle Beach-MHIenatch Hand 
water*, and the Fuddle Dud¬ 
dle has produced for me in 
waters from Nanoose through 
to Campbell River. 

Cblegrave developed about 
XI different color iMitem* for 
Radiant, and there are sever¬ 
al other companies producing 
bucktall Hies with similar 
color combination* 

The Radiant Yellow Fever 
has been extremely |*>pular in 
the Campbell River area and 
it is yellow, with white and 
stiver, and is best used on a 
darker day. or early morning 
and late evening 
Jolly Roger. combining 
black, fluorescent green and 
silver, ha* been a good fly in 
the Quaiicunt waters. 

(.linger .lake, fluorescent 
orange, white and silver, has 
proven exiremely food all 
over the Island, probably be¬ 
cause of crustaceans In the 
water. 

The Coronation, rod. white 
and blue, and the Grey Ghost, 
almost white, are two of the 
moat iiopular flies in ail Van¬ 
couver Island water*. 

I like to fish the pale fluore¬ 
scent greens and solid blues, 
especially In the tall around 
Deep Bay. 

I have also found the pale

MONTREAL (CT> A 
bishop in a wheelchair cam* 
through Montreal airport cus¬ 
toms earlier this year. 

A real bishop In ' a real 
wheelchair — with two «uit- 
case* full of contraband 
drugs. 

Then there was the man 
who flew into town with a 
standard tld case containing 
two pairs of skis — and a 
seven-foot srm*gled boa-con¬ 
strictor. 

These are soma of the un¬ 
usual cases encountered by 
customs officials. 

And officials say there are 
countless less exciting in¬ 
stances of smuggling such as 
that undeclared bottle for a 
favorite uncle or that flagon 
of French perfume for a close 
friend. 

Smuggled merchandise is 
defined as goods which are 
hidden, undeclared and liable 
L» duty. 

^ Mho smuggles" 

^ "Practically everyone 
said an officer "“ho has spent 
years "on the line." 

"Diplomats, corporate pres- 
I dents clergymen, and — oh. 
Uird. ladles on bus excursions 
to Plartsburgh. NY. You 
kiww. if tlswe ladies stopped 
going to Plattsburgh that 
town would be dead In a 
week.”

and other drugs.

People who look upon smug¬ 
gling as a gamble find it can 
turn out to be an expensive 
game of chance. 


Contraband goods valued at 
less than S2Do are cunlWcated 
automatically with the 
smuggler liable for fine and 
imprisonment. 

If the goods are worth more 
than $200. confiscation and 
fine are automatic and the 
smuggler may also face crim¬ 
inal charges.

BURLINGTON. Vt. tAP» - 
A University of Vermont 
professor says the so-called 
ostrich fern, commonly known 
as "fiddlehead" fern, contains 
substantial quantities of can¬ 
cer-producing compounds. 

Martin Kuehne says the 
coiled green delicacies, tradi¬ 
tionally steamed and eaten 
with butter, contain a signifi¬ 
cant amount of the carcinogen 
Osmundalln. The toxic com¬ 
position of fiddlehead ferns is 
similar to that of Jspenese 
ferns, ha says. 

Kuehne says those ferns 
were banned from sale in 
Japan when they were linked 
to * high incidence of stom¬ 
ach cancer among the Japa¬ 
nese. 

He says fiddlehead ferns 
contain more carcinogens 
than Japanese ferns, and 
suggests people stop eating 
them until their composition 
t» studied lurther.

.AJthough*B*C *may*ha v* the 
least number of opportunities 
for itudenta to learn in 
French, a* a recent Canadian 
Pres* survey found. It doesn't 
menn we're not trying. 

In Victoria, the most En¬ 
glish of Canadian clttos. inter¬ 
est In French appears to be 
growing very rapidly, the 
chairman of the French de¬ 
partment at the University 
of Victoria. Dr. Gerald 
Moreau, said in an Interview. 

The department * diploma 
course in French, offered at 
night during the fall and 
spring, is the subject of 
"suata.ned interest’’ among 
Victorians. Last year 120 per¬ 
sons signed up for the course. 

"We are in the iiosition now 
where we have to turn people 
away because we cannot ac¬ 


commodate them," Moreau 
•aid. 

WHAT’* MORE, very few 
people drop out of the c<»ur*e, 
Moreau said, ami a relatively 
high proportion of students re¬ 
turn the following year to con¬ 
tinue the five-year course. 

The city’s interest in 
French is also demonstrated 
by the French immersion 
courses offered in the Greater 
Victoria school district 

Former commissioner of 
languages Keith Spicer said 
Victoria's French immersion 
offerings were among the 
most extensive for its size in 
Canada, and even that ap¬ 
pears not to be enough. The 
sohooi hoard may establish 
French immersion in several 
more schools, and the Saanich 
school district may get In¬ 
volved. too. 

Victoria's interest is pArt uf 


a strong (tend in Canada 
I*artlcularly since the election 
of the Parti Quebecois in Que¬ 
bec last Nov. 15 — to take 
French more seriously. 

ONE INDICATOR is the 
enrolment at UVIc's summer 
residential program. La Mai- 
son Francaise, an intensive, 
six-week immersion course. 

Last year, the program had 
80 iiarticlpants. This year 
there are 110. Most are at¬ 
tending under an inter-provin¬ 
cial language study bursary 
program, but about JO are 
paying their own way. 

They spend four hours a 
day in the classroom, learning 
primarily conversational 
French, which is a good bal¬ 
ance tor the grammar and 
reading in the language which 
many »( them have already 
had. 

They attend another hour in 


a language laboratory, and 
the rest of their time in 
various activities ranging in 
■oope from a trtp to the swim¬ 
ming pool to a tour of Van¬ 
couver. ail done in French. 

W hile UVlc is one of four 
such summer programs In 
B.C. ‘there are two more in 
Vancouver and one In New 
Westminster i, its participants 
are by no means limited to 
Vancouver Island. 

In fact, given the flexibility 
of the bursary program, in 
which bursariea can be used 
at any of the summer immer¬ 
sion courses offered across 
Canada each summer, most 
Victorians who get bursaries 
go elsewhere, to get im¬ 
mersed not only in another 
language hut also in another 
I*art of Canada. 

In turn. Victorians are a re-

Students enrolled at I.* Mat- 
son Francaise this year come 
from every province In Cana¬ 
da. except Newfoundland ("I 
don't know why. hut we never 
get student* from New¬ 
foundland." Moreau said.t • 

SEVERAL STUDENTS 
have come to Victoria from 
Quebec to learn French, and 
most other provinces are well 
represented in the program. 

None of the 10 instructor* 
this year comes from Quebec, 
although that is somewhat un¬ 
usual, Moreau said. Two are 
from France, however, and 
the others, although Anglo¬ 
phones. have taken advanced 
course* uf study in French 
and speak it fluently. 

La Maisan FTancaise has a 
totally different problem to Its 
counterpart, the English Lan¬ 
guage Program, also taking 
place a* the university thia 
summer. 

The English Language pro¬ 
gram tries to get Fran¬ 
cophone students into the 
community where they can 
try* out their English, but La 
M a i s o n Francaise must 
create a French community 
in Itself. 

TO HELP the classroom 
teachers. 10 monitors fill the 
non-classroom hours with on- 
campus activities and tours 

Six of the 10 monitors this 


exposure to French Canada s 
culture and personality, as 
well as Its language. 

The students eat in a spe¬ 
cial section of the dining 


room, where meals are 
served In French and the 
mealtime conversations are in 
French. Where possible. Eng¬ 
lish* peaking students who at¬ 
tend La Mai son Francaise 
share dormitory rooms with 


the French-sj#*aking students 
in the English language pro¬ 
gram. 

"All the students like this, 
and they learn a great deni 
about each other," Moreau 
said.

Its saving grace is 
the artlessness of the young and the wonders of the sky ." 


Barrett Montfort - 
a man with broad Interests 

The second man who stands out in the history of Dean Park

would pay you to divide it 

Turn the plant upside down, 
tmldinn the soil In the |ait with 
the spread-out tinners of the 
left hand Rap the rim of the 
I ml smartly against the edge 
of a bench or counter top, and 
the root ball should slide out* 
neatly into the left hand. 

Pull the mots apart, or cut 
them if tough and wiry, |sit¬ 
ting up a few good portions 
lor \oursalf and giving the 
rest away la neighbors The 
young, vigorous crowns 
«round the miter edge make 
the liest plants, and the old, 
woody portion in the middle 
should lie dlsi aisled 

Kerns like a woodsy soil 
with a little sand and leaf- 


mould mixed in. or you can 
use the jainhased all-purpose 
potting soil. It is a good idea 
to |»ut an Inch to two of gravel 
in (he bottom for drainage 

Make sure your fern gels 
lots of light, hut little or no 
direct sunshine, and keep 
always in a coolish mum In 
nature, most ferns are found 
in cool, moist, shaded 
places. Maintain, the soil lust 
nicely moist, never hone dry 
r*ii *oggy wet. and especially 
avoid sugginess in the bottom 
nf the (ad. 

Keep just a little on the dry 
side In winter You may add a 
touch of houseplant fertiliser 
to its water every two weeks, 
hut do not feed at all during 
the winter months. Your ob- 
teet should he to keep your 
fern alive but not growing 
during its winter resting 
period.

germs are spreftti by pollinat¬ 
ing insects carrying the bacte¬ 
ria from an infected tree to 
the blossoms of a healthy one 
This Is why young trees which 
have never bloomed are not 
attacked. 

The aensihle thing to do ts 
to amputate the infected 
branch and burn It. Sterilise

Nearly seven billion dollars 
will go to some HUO.UOO re¬ 
tirees who are tinder 63 and 
retired with no disability 
whatsoev cr.

Thu is an enormous sum to 
disburse for such early retire¬

On The Amazon — The im¬ 
pact of the river u over¬ 
whelming WWW. brown, swift- 

flowing, dotted with islands, 
edged with thick jungle and 
towering trees, it Is tha canter 
of watery northeastern Peru 

The Amazun. greatest river 
on earth, is 4.000 miles long 
carries one-fifth ol the river 
water of the world, is laced 
with 1.100 tributaries in s 
basin which extends across 
two-fifths of South America. 

The historic Peruvian city 
of IQuito* is the starting point 
foe the increasingly popular 
Amazon safaris. 

Thera, traveller! are token 
by open-air huse* and oolac- 
ttvo, a thatch-roof rtverboot. 
(far a night in the Amazon 
Safari Camp 

There we dine by kerosene 
lamp, eating treeh-c aught 
fish, tropical fruits and fresh 
hearts of palm, dance to na¬ 
tive music or doze in ham¬ 
mocks close to the river s 
edge- In the morning, we 
walk Into the jungle and visit 
a settlement of Jlbaraa Indiana 
before boarding the riverboat 
Adolfo, our home for the next 
three days. 

The ship was built more 
than 70 years ago for Amazon 
frivel and although It shows 
signs of n«re it seems just 
right lor this unfamiliar set¬ 
ting 

H has only basic contorts 
tiny cabins with two narrow 
bunks; baths at the far end of 
the deck and shared by all; 
dining on deck. 

But the jaunty Adolfo 
senes its purpose well as a 
place from which the Am awn 
may be experienced, enjoyed 
and appreciated by a variety 


of travellers in reasonable 
physical comfort. 

Aa tha aMp sails, tfce pee- 
senger has a choice. He may 
ait in comfort. camera or bin¬ 
oculars In hand and watch the 
amazing Amazon world slip 
past. Or he can set his own 
l>ace according to his inter¬ 
ests at the frequent stops at 
historic river towns and In¬ 
dian Milages 

The Indian* who live along 
the river effectively blend 
their mdagenkxia culture and 
JOth Century sophist ieat ton 
Their way af life has not 
changed much since tha first 
European contact was made 
in the 16th Century. 

The Jlbarrw Indiana are 
former headhunters. 

The Yogua*. who wear rust- 
colored headdresses and 
skirls of palm fronds, are the 
masters of the blow gun and 
curare-tipped dart. The Huito- 
tos. handsomest and most 
congenial of the group# visit¬ 
ed. once practiced religious 
ceremonies that included can¬ 
nibalism. 

Their interest in visitors is 
both economic and social. 
They moke seed necklace* 
and woven handbags to trade 
for chewing gum. pencils, 
flashlights — anything the vis¬ 
itor is willing to barter 

Furtlier down the river, the 
Ticuna Indians create fine 
primitive art on bark which 
they sell to visitors for cash. 
Their more modem villages 


have electricity, stores and 
transistor radios. 

One excursion from the 
Adolfo includes drifting along 
the river at night in small 
boats, lislaning to jungla 
sounds and searching for alli¬ 
gators whose eye* reflect 
flame red in our flashlights. 
Amazon residents, who bathe 
daily in their river, insist both 
the alligator fcalled Caiman 
herei and the piranha do not 
deserve their bad retaliation* 

Still, only, a courageous few 
In our group swim in the 

nver. 

The Amazon rises and falls 
30 feet in the course of a year, 
and with high water in the 
summer, comes e warning 
about poHonous snakes. We 
watch where we walk on jun¬ 
gle trails but no snakes ap- 
pear. 

But a jungle walk is re¬ 
warding. The jungle is a giant 
greenhouse for every plant 
you try to grow in your living 
room Here they are wild, 
nine feet tall and thriving. 


In the tallest trees are the 
hromeliads arid orchids. At 
eye level, there are few flow¬ 
er*. but colorful birds and 
butterflies take their place. 

We leave the Adolfo at Le¬ 
ticia. where Peru*. Colombia 
and Brazil meet

Hundred* more fire* burned 
between the Rockies and the 
Pacific, and in Alaska more 
than 1.3 million acre* were 
ablaze. 

Alaska • forest and tundra 
fire* were on a scale far- 
larger thnn those In the other 
48 states oc continental United 
States. One fire alone en¬ 
gulfed 333.000 acres. 

But about 93 tier cent of the 
land was tundra rather than 
forest, and the vastnes* ol 
Alaska’s wilderness softened 
the Impact on people. 

In California, where about 
200.000 acres were abla/e by 
Saturday, fires were threaten¬ 
ing timberland and the water¬ 
sheds on which cities, in¬ 
dustry and agriculture rely.

'It may he the beginning of 
n revolution in trami>or- 
tation.” said Harry Lyon, Hy¬ 
dro * manager of transpor¬ 
tation research and planning. 
"This is i he most promising 
alternative to ihe present 
transit system we've .seen so 
far." 

Lyon was commenting on a 
two-hour slide presentation on 
ihe new power system shown 
to Hydro executives by repre¬ 
sentatives of ihe Garrett 
torp.. a Los Angeles firm 
which is developing flywheel 
buses lor transit use.

Garrett representatives told 
the hydro executive* that the 
flywheel bu*e* would coat 
3120.000 each, about the same 
as conventional vehicles. 

Lyon said the ability of the 
buses to leave trolley lines 
when necessary would Im¬ 
prove schedule dependability 
Hydro could convert Its sys¬ 
tem totally by 1964. he added. 

Garrett representative Jim 
I .aw non said the flywheel 
buses conserved energy, re¬ 
duced emissions and trimmed 
niainfenknce costs. 

Company spokesman Jim 
Ijiwson said his firm was de¬ 
veloping four prototype buses 
using various combinations of 
electrical, diesel and flywheel 
propulsion.

MWTON FERN. tL.M , Vic¬ 
toria* 

Tl>e ltdat time to rei»ot a 
Uaetnn fern is in March. just 
when Iresh growth Is com¬ 
mencing. hut the timing isn't 
very important and It 
wouldn't hurt to do the Job 
right now. If. as you say. the 
plant has been in the same 
t«t for three years, chances 
are it Is pot-hound, and It 
would pay you to di\idc it 

Turn the plant ujiside down. 
Ixtlding the soil in the |x»t with 
the spread-out linnets of the 
left hand Rap the rim ul the 
l«ot smartly against the edge 
of a bench or counter top. and 
the root hall should slide out 
neatly Into the left hand 

Pull the roots apart, or cut 
litem if tough and wiry, lad¬ 
ling up a few good portions 
lor yourself and giving the 
rest away to neighbors The 
y mini;, vigorous crowns 
around the outer edge make 
ihe be*i plants, and the old. 
wttody lairtion in the middle 
should tie discarded 

Ferns like a wt,od*v soil 
with a little sand and leaf- 


mould mixed In. or you can 
use the purchased all-purpose 
potting soil. It is a good idea 
to (Hit an inch to two of gravel 
in the bottom for drainage 

Make sure your fern gets 
lots of light, but little or no 
direct sunshine, ami keep 
always in a coollsh room. In 
nature, moat ferns are found 
in cool, moist, shaded 
places Maintain the soil tust 
nicely moist, never btme dry 
not soggy wet. and especially 
avoid sogginess in Ihe bottom 
of the |*ot 

Keep just a little on the dry- 
side In winter. You may add a 
touch of hooscplant fertiliser 
to Its water every two weeks, 
but do not feed at all during 
the winter months Your ob¬ 
ject should be lu keep yoftr 
fern alive but not growing 
during its winter resting 
period. 

MOUNTAIN AON <F.J. Vic¬ 
toria* 

It is not a good sign when 
the leaves on a single branch 
of a mature mounatin ash 
turn pale and start to dry up. 
If something was missing in 


the soil, as you suspect, the 
whole tree would show symp¬ 
toms, and as for insect pests, 
it is unlikely they would con¬ 
fine their atientiun* to any 
one branch. 

When only a single branch 
is affected on a tree of blos¬ 
soming age. it is wise to tus- 
|iect the worst and treat for 
ft reblight disease This is a 
bacterial infection that at¬ 
tacks members of the apple- 
pear* mountain ash-ool- 

toneaster family, and the 
germs are spread by (Milllnat- 
ing insects carrying the bacte¬ 
ria from an Infected tree to 
the blossoms of a healthy one. 
This is why young trees which 
hive never bloomed are not 
attacked. , 

The sensible tiling to do is 
to amputate the Infested 
branch and bum It. Sterilize 
the pruning Implements after 
use 

homemade rrimiJir 

tC.Y.. Port Alhemii 

The recipe I gave several 
years ago for the "pantry 
shell" homemade houseplant 
fertilizer is as follows; 


One teaspoon baking 
powder, one teaspoon Epsom 
salts, one tablespoon salt- 
l»etre. one tablespoon house¬ 
hold ammonia, four quarts of 
water. 

Feed your plants once every 
second week during their ac¬ 
tive i»ei1od of growth, giving 
each plant about as much of 
the nutrient solution as you 
would in an ordinary water¬ 
ing. 

POISONOI S RHUBARB (B. 

McG . Soofcei 

It Is perfectly true that 
rhubarb leaves are poisonous. 
They contain oxalic acid in 
sufficient quantities to make 
a person very sick, which it 
why we use only the stems, 
never the leafy part. 

However, this does not 
mean these loaves are pois¬ 
onous to the soil or to the 
compost Growing in its nat¬ 
ural wild state, rhubarb 
leaves are return#! to the soil 
as with any other plant, and 
in the whole of nature, there 
is no such thing as a loaf 
winch sets up toxic conditions 
in the soil.

I am old enough to re¬ 
member the veterans’ Bonus 
March on Washington, which 
was, disiiersed by President 
Hoover with the gallant field 
leadership of < ien. Douglas 
Mac Arthur ft was not exactly 
the U.S.A.'s proudest hour 
One of the strange discrep¬ 
ancies that has struck me 
over the years ia the way a 
nation the U.S.A.. at least 
blows hot and cold on ser¬ 
vicemen i and women now. 
ton. one supposes* 

Veteians have always been 
treated shabbily, promised 
and then disappointed, wooed 
with ardor and then shunned 
nr neglected when the need 
lor them is ended. 

On the other hand, proles- 
stonal* who enter the armed 
■trv kYs and may never have 


seen a stnkl* day of combat 
are retired on terms and with 
benefit* that seem poaitively 
princely by comparison. 

As an example, this year 
the L'.S. government wUI 

spend more on (tensions for 
healthy retirtd military men 
and women under the age of 
65 than on all new air lurce 
planes or navy ships. 

Nearly seven billion dollars 
will go to some 800,000 re¬ 
tirees who are under 83 and 
retired with no disability 
whatsoever. More than 90 per 
cent of these are healthy and 
still of working age. while 
nearly half ol them are still 
under 50. 

This is an enormous sum to 
disburse for such esrly retire¬ 
ment of still productive men 


and women many of whom 
promptly take jobs in the pri¬ 
vate sector that may double 
their retirement pay or more. 

Possibly no one would be¬ 
grudge them these emolu¬ 
ments were it not that the 
average enlisted man during 
wartime, who may be injured 
in combat, finds so little pro¬ 
vision for training and subse¬ 
quent employment whet) his 
spell of service is over. 

Apart from a sporadic pro¬ 
gram like the G.I. educational 
bill, which did send many 
thousands ol enlisted men 
back to school at government 
cost, there has always been a 
dreadful pall of negligence 
hanging over returned veter¬ 
ans after a wai s end. 

Years hav e been yanked out 


of their lives at s most for¬ 
mative time, and there is lit¬ 
tle or no provision for re-ab- 
sorbing them into the main¬ 
stream of society. Indeed, it. 
was not until after the Second 
World War that much thought 
was even given to their pre¬ 
dicament : First World War 
veterans were generally treat¬ 
ed with the disdain MacArth- 
ur showed them. 

If you want to spend the 
year* between 18 and 30 in the 
military', you are assured of a 
guaranteed income and splen¬ 
did pension benefits under the 
third largest socialist organi¬ 
zation in the world; if you go 
in to fight for a couple of rot¬ 
ten. dangerous years, the rest 
ol your life (it any* may be 
pulled awry. Somehow the 
odds don't seem equitable.

Sam* of than had arrived In Vie 
loria following the genuine goktseekers. the advon 
Hirers, the dreamers and the "whiskey-burners' at 
the time of Hie first gold-rash la 1M. when Vie 
loria a sleepy, fur-trading depot of the Hudson s 
Bay Company, was Invaded by some 30.MG people 
These entrepreneurs had one need in common 
money Money to finance a business venture, to 
build a war eh o u se, offices, stores or to build a 
borne. They negotiated their lam or mortgage with 
Douglas through Leopold Loweaberg. whose 
business was very conveniently located near the 
fort 

Of course the Governor was In the deal for 
money, too. He gM hk r ewa r d by charging what 
looked like sky-rocketing Interest, from eight to II 
per cent par annum Likely, the locals had they 
known would have considered Sir James a 
rapacious profiteer, hut actually. Ma rates were m 
keeping with the norm. Perhaps oven reasonable, 
for one-on-the spot writer. In the early IMOs men 
Honed that capital was desperately seeded and 
reported that "in Vancouver's Island, means pul

From Victoria By Land Rover 


by the Arctic Circle The not-quite-finlshed Eagle 
River bridge is the last barrier to a 13-mlle unbuilt 
stretch of road bed which, when finished very soon, 
will complete the Dempster Highway to the mark 
ol the Arctic Circle. 

This win leave only 100 miles to be constructed 
to meet the southern part from bwvtk to Fort 
McPherson This work will be finished by the fall of 

1977. 

The trip began on May It, this year, with a 
jaunt to Matsqut on the mainland, to visit a son 
Then, two davs later, the Straehans pushed on to 
Horse Lake, by 100-Mlle House, on the old Cariboo 
Trail, where their second son. who had bean in the 
navy at Inuvik. now lives and works for the B.C. 
Railway 

A lew days spent there, then the Mg adventure 
began. 

From 100-Mile House up to Bums Lake and on, 
north-east to Kltwanga. the Straehans moved their 
I .and Rover easily over perfectly good pavement 
Turning due north at Kltwanga, It waa a different 
story. They left the good pavement for the gravel¬ 
led. dust-fUled secondary road loading to the old 
mining town of Stewart, hugging tha Alaska border.

The summer wlldfluwvru of aouthem Vuncouver Island provide u» with an 
cye-catekthg display rit color UoMen broom and tome cover the hills, oxeye 
daisies and guccn Anne's lace whiten the fields, yellow St Johns wort. sky-blue 
chicory, shining yellow buttercup and deep gold tansy line the roadsides, in¬ 
terspersed with towering stalks of yellow mullein 

Pvrvnnlal sweet pea at the edges of the fields covers the fences la a tangle of 
shades of pink and cream: tall spikes of roae-pink foxglove rise up behind the 
nuiuve or magenta of dame s violet end the purple of salsify At ground level or 
near It we nee maiden pink, Deptford pink and herb Hubert, all In a vivid rose 
color, and blue periwinkle, yellow mossy stonecrop. sky-blue creeping speed w ell 
and purple ground-ivy. And MO years ago not one of these flowers was here. 

When the first settlers came to the Island they found, a great many flowering 
plants growing hero, most of which they had never seen before After a while, 
however, the familiar Old World flowers began to appear, first a few, thin more 
and more until within a relatively short period of time a huge plant explosion had 
taken place. These plants originally arrived, of course. In the form of seeds 
brought by the settlers to their new home 

They brought seeds for the garden - vegetables, flowers, herbs, medicinal 
plants - and seeds for field craps, and unltentlonally bill Inevitably they 
brought weed seeds mixed In with the others. The seeds were planted, the young

plants grow and matured and produced seed in their lurn.oad thane* generation 
promptly escaped the boundaries M garden and field and began to run wild- 
through the countryside. 

The question of what Is a wlldflower and what 1s not is debated only by 
purists, and to moat of us any flower growing wild le a wlldtlower. whether it has 
always been here or was originally brought from somewhere else. These offspring 
of the homesteaders crops of field and garden became wlldflower* when they 
took off on their own and spread abroad. 

Kverythlng was In their favor. Their natural enemies disease, fungi, insect 
pels - had been largely left behind in their country of origin The climate was 
mild, and land laid bare by the plow provided instant spate for the newcomers 
The weeds especially proliferated everywhere, marching along the shoulders of 
new roads and radiating out from each new settlement The floral landscape 
changed dramatically, and within a few years took on much the same appearance 
that It bean today 

The native plants still outdo the Introduced plants In number of species, and 
still contribute the moat color and variety to the total effect But the landscape 
would today be noticeably leaa colorful, noticeably lets varied If those lath Cen¬ 
tury Immigrants of the plant world had not long ago made their great escape out 
of cultivation Into the countryside
